A Cheap Disinfeetant. 

A good diginfectant is made by 
dissolving half a drachm of nitrate 
of lead in a pintof boiling wa- 
ter, then dissolve two drachms of 
common salt in eight or ten quarts 


of water. Whenthoroughly cis- 
solved, pour the two mixtures to- 
gether, and when the sediment bas 
settled you have a pail of clear 
fluid, whichis the saturated solu- 
tion of the chloride of lead. A 
cloth saturated with the liquid and 
huog up in a room will at once 
sweeten @ fetid atmosphere. 
Poured dow ia sink, water closet, 
or drain, or 6b auy decaying or of- 
fensive object, it will produce the 
same resuit. The nitrate of lead is 
very cheap, and a pound of it would 
make several barre's of the disin-

ing business in his office. , Upon Ba- 
econ’s decease, at the request of his 
bondsmen, Jay Hubbelland James L. 
Morris, Secretary Lamar appointed a 
committee to examine and settle his 
accounts. Ths report.of the commit- 
tee was submitted t6 the Secretary 
four days ago, and shows a deficiency 
of more than $28,000, of which $16,000 
is represented by due bills of em- 
plcyes of.the office, to whom Bacon | 
advanced money. Some ofthese due 
bills run as far back as 1879. It is be- 
lieved that a considerable part of the 
the money represented by these bills | 
can be recovered, Secretary Lamar 
yesterday issued an order, directing 
the disbursing officers to retain a part 
of the salaries of employes whose due 
bills are held thus, tosecure the Gov- 
ernment against loss as faras possible. 
As faras the investigation has gone 
it does not prove that Bacon appropri- 
ated any money to his own private 
use, but indica'es rather that he was 
too accommodating to his friends.
